WHEREAS, Grant Wegner has served as a Commissioner for the

Commission on Accreditation for Law Enforcement Agencies,

Inc., since 2002; he has also served on a variety of other

judicial and community boards; and

WHEREAS, Grant Wegner has been an active member in the Boy

Scouts, having earned the rank of Eagle Scout; he has

previously been a member of the Executive Board and currently

serves on the Advisory Board for Three Fires Council, Boy
